The House voted yesterday 
to increase retirement pay for 
114,000 officers and ‘enlisted 
-jmen in amounts ranging from 
$6 a year for privates to $4586 
a year for chiefs of staff. 

The men retired before a 
1958 military pay increase 
went into’ effect. The bill, 
which now goes to the Senate, 
is designed to bring their re- 
tirement pay into line with the 
new pay scales created for 
active pay personnel, . 

Cost of the bill is estimated 
at $30 million a year. 

The wide range in amounts 
to be paid reflects the 1958 pay!
